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Lieut. Col. Homer I. Jones, Chief Surgeon of the In- 
diana National Guard, read a paper before the recent con- 


yention of the Association of Military Surgeons of the 
United States, in which he strongly advocated the estab- 
ment of a correspondence school for the instruction of 


medical officers for the militia organizations of the vari- 
ous states. He described the benefits derived from such 
a school which he organized in Indiana and expressed the 
belief that. the same benefits would follow the adoption 
of the system in other states. A copy of Mason’s hand 
book for the hospital corps was issued to every medical 
officer and a eopy of Woodhull’s Military Hygiene was 
issued to each company and battery. Once a month 
questions, compiled in the office of the Chief Surgeon, and 
covering chapters included in the month’s study, were 
mailed to each surgeon and assistant surgeon, who were 
required to return their answers within fifteen days. The 
results have been excellent in every respect. “It is my 
belief,” said Colonel Jones, “that the correspondence 
school oifers the best means for instruction of National 
Guard oflicers, when all the difficulties to be overcome are 
considered. In Indiana, the day of the medical officer 
who does not come te camp, or, who attending, is unable 
to perform his duties, is past. He must, henceforth, be 
competent to fill any position to which he may be assigned 
and fill it correctly. If he is not willing to give, or can- 
not give, the necessary time to his National Guard ser- 
vice, he must resign and give place to someone who will 
do so.” Col. Valery Havard, Med. Dept., U.S.A., com- 
menting on Colonel Jones’s plan, remarks: “This sub- 
ject opens up a new and promising field. Not only should 
the system be established between the medical officers of 
the National Guard and their respective headquarters, 
but it seems to me it could be profitably extended and 
likewise established between the states’ headquarters and 
the War Department. ‘Thus a correspondence bureau 
might be opened in the Surgeon General’s Office, to which 
all inquiries, reports, etc., would be sent, through the 
surgeons general of states, and from which much useful 
information could be distributed. In other words, it 
would place the medical departments of states more close- 
ly in touch with the Medical Department of the United 
States Army, and with greater benefit to all concerned.” 
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Secretary Taft's recommendation that seven Filipino 
students be admitted as cadets at the United States Mili- 
tary Academy is most excellent. Our government occa- 
Sionally permits young men from foreign countries to en- 
ter the Academy. Why not extend the same privilege to 
a limited number of specially selected natives of our in- 
Sular territories? If we are hereafter to depend more 
largely upon native troops to maintain American au- 
thority in the Philippines, it would seem desirable that 
at least a portion of the officers of those troops should be 
natives previously trained according to American stand- 
ards of military education. The Philippine Scouts, 
trained and commanded by officers of the United States 
Amy, have become a highly efficient and trustworthy 
hhilitary organization, and the Philippine Constabulary, 
also under the control of Army officers, are making steady 
progress in the same direction. The status, both of Scouts 
and Constabulary, is anomalous and temporary. For ad- 
ministrative purposes the Scouts are of the Army, yet 
not an integral part of it. The Constabulary occupy a 
Position even more vague, being a sort of military police 
foree, bearing no relation to the Army, but subject, never- 
theless, to duty either with the civil or the military au- 
thorities when called-by the civil government. These two 
organizations contain the material for a substantial Fili- 
pino military foree, and we believe its value would be con- 
siderably increased by educating at West Point a limited 
Rumber of ambitious young Filipinos, thus fitting them 





for useful service in the defense of the islands. We sug- 
gest, therefore, that if Secretary Taft’s recommendation 
is adopted it be accompanied by a stipulation that in ap- 
pointing young Filipinos preference be given first to those 
members of the Scouts, and second to those members of 
the Constabulary of proper age whom competitive exami- 
nation shall prove to be best qualified for appointment.

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A first lieutenant of Cavalry writes to us saying: ‘In 
your editorial on page 575 of the issue of Feb. 1, 1908, 
you quote from a letter sent by a first lieutenant, in 
which he states his financial condition. I am convinced 
that if more of us would give the real facts regarding the 
conditions under which we live it would help convince 
Congress that we not only need the increase in pay, but 
need it mighty quick. I have had four changes of station 
in the past four years. They have averaged over 1,600 
miles per change. I am married and took my wife to 
each station. The result in my case has been that I was 
obliged to borrow my last year’s premium on my life in- 
surance policy and have not a cent saved to pay this 
year’s premium. We, of course, have no cook; that is a 
luxury only to be afforded by bricklayers and plasterers. 
On my last change of station I spent three days on the 
train. I purchased one berth in a sleeper for my wife and 
child and visited with them during the day, but at night I 
took up quarters in the day coach and was happy that 
I could afford to pay a quarter for a pillow. We landed 
in our present home with about ten dollars to run us for 
a month. We have been fortunate in the matter of leaves 
and during the past four years have lived with the home 
folks for several months. This was about the only way 
we could live. My leaves generally were taken when 
changing station and at times when the change took me 
quite near my home. Of course, some say a first lieuten- 
ant should not be married. They didn’t say that before 
we came into the Service, and it is now too late for us 
to make the change. Then, too, many of us holding the 
rank of first lieutenant have seen medical officers who 
entered the Service after we did passing to the grade of 
captain for several years. They obtain the right to marry 
under the new bill in three years.” 
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General Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., has ex- 
plained to the House Committee on Military Affairs that 
the item of $624,000 in the Army appropriation bill for 
“ordnance stores, ammunition,” is for a reserve supply 
of ammunition. “I think,’ said General Crozier, “that 
I ought to make it plain what this sum of money will 
provide. In estimating the reserve supply, I have figured 
on three hundred rounds per gun for six hundred thou- 
sand guns, expecting when we reach six hundred thousand 
guns to bring up the question of going more slowly in 
getting more. That would give 180,000,000 rounds as a 
reserve, and at the rate which I can procure them under 
this estimate, it will take twelve years’ time. I will have 
six hundred thousand guns before that time. Unless this 
appropriation is increased it wili take nearly twelve years 
before we get three hundred rounds per gun for 600,000. 
Of course you can make the ammunition faster than 
you can make the guns—a good deal faster. At the 
present time we manufacture this ammunition only at 
the government factory. The question was up at the 
last session of Congress, and it was decided not to pur- 
chase any of the ammunition from private manufac- 
turers. If we had different factories in the country 
where we could make ammunition, three hundred rounds 
per gun would be sufficient, but as the matter stands now, 
T think the General Staff, if it were to pass on the sub- 
ject, would say that three hundred rounds per gun, or 
180,000,000 rounds in all, would not be sufficient.”

Mr. Thomas F. Millard, who has made a careful study 
of conditions in the Philippines, publishes a letter from 
Manila in the New York Times, in which he expresses 
highly optimistic opinions as to the future of the islands. 
As for the maintenance of an American naval force in 
Philippine waters, he contends that the United States 
would probably keep a large fleet in Asiatic waters even 
if the islands were transferred to another power, and that 
consequently the expense of maintaining such a force in 
that part of the world is not a legitimate factor in the 
Philippine problem. He holds that in spite of political 
agitation, devastating hurricanes, the destruction of do- 
mestic animals by disease and other adverse conditions, 
the development of the natural resources of the islands has 
made highly encouraging headway. 
about selling the islands and declares that the agitation 
for such a sale is pernicious. “In a time not now far 
distant,” says Mr. Millard, “the American people will be- 
gin to realize that this so-called Philippine problem is a 
bogey man. In the future we will be ashamed of the cai- 
low fears which, in some quarters, attended our early ef- 
forts to administer those islands; for as the years pass 
and we grow more familiar by contact with this ‘problem’ 
we will know it for what it really is, when judged by or- 
dinary standards, a job not above the administrative ca- 
pacity of almost any third-rate European kingdom.” 
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Representative Lilley, of Connecticut, who is a mem- 
ber of the House Committee on Naval Affairs, has made 
a careful study of the various navy yards in the United 
States, and, as a result, he concludes that some of those 
yards are not only useless but impose a heavy and need- 
less expense charge upon the treasury. He contends 
that only four navy yards are needed on the Atlantic 
coast, namely, those at New York, Boston, Philadelphia

and Norfolk, and two on the Pacific, one at Mare Island, 
the other on Puget Sound. He would maintain a yard in 
Hawaii and one in the Philippines, but would abolish 
those at Portsmouth, Port Royal, Charleston, Pensacola 
and New Orleans, these smaller yards being of no value 
in maintaining the efficiency of warships of the large 
types now in vogue. To bring about what he considers 
a needful reform in the navy yard system Mr. Lilley 
believes that a commission should be appointed to in- 
vestigate the whole situation and recommend changes 
which seem desirable. He holds that Great Britain’s ex- 
ample in concentrating her navy yard system in two 
great central yards should be followed by the United 
States; and he will presently introduce in the House a 
bill haviug that object in view. 
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Secretary of War Taft desires to secure an appro- 
priation of $250,000 for the purchase of a tract of six 
thousand acres, more or less, near Washington, which 
will be available for use as a target range for small-arms 
firing and for artillery practice as well. Such a tract 
could be used for military maneuvers, and would be 
available for the National Guard of the District of 
Columbia and contiguous States. Secretary Taft has ap- 
pointed Major Gen. William P. Duvall, Brig. Gen. W. S. 
Edgerly and Brig. Gen. William W. Wotherspoon to ex- 
amine three sites which have been offered, one at High 
Point, Fairfax county, Va., one at Falls Church, Va., 
and the third at Knoxville, Frederick county, Vir- 
ginia. In his report to the War Department on the rifle 
matches at Camp Perry last year, Gen. Ortis Hamilton, 
of the state-of Washington, endorses Camp Perry, O., 
for the National Matches of 1908, but suggests that there 
should be four national rifle ranges, one in the East, one 
in the Middle West, one in the Southwest and one in the 
state of Washington, and that, if possible, the Govern- 
ment should acquire the range at Camp Perry. He says 
the states have enough to do without building rifle ranges 
large enough for national competitions. He recommends 
the fostering of interstate and national competition and 
the construction of more ranges. He says that a com- 
petition could be held in Washington now in which Ore- 
gon, Idaho and Montana would be represented, and prob- 
ably teams from the Canadian militia and possibly civilian 
rifle clubs of the states, but the state of Washington 
has no rifle range larg® enough to accommodate such com- 
petition and can ill-afford to build one. He recommends 
the designation of the same officers for the next National 
Match, and suggests a provisional staff of not less than 
three officers to have entire control of all arrangements. 
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Navy officers who have made the cruise from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific at this time of year are speculating 
as to the effect of what is known as the “Callao painter” 
upon the ships of the American Battleship Fleet during 
their stay at Callao. The “Callao painter’ is a heavy 
dew which falls early in the morning, depositing a sub- 
stance believed to be sulphurated hydrogen upon every- 
thing within its zone. Ships painted white, as were those 
of Admiral Evans’s fleet, have been known to turn to a 
dirty brown or grayish-black within two days after an- 
choring off Callao, the change being attributed to the ef- 
fects of the mysterious “Callao painter,” and this de- 
spite the most persistent scrubbing. Whether the Ameri- 
can ships are fated to encounter the “painter” and thus 
lose their gleaming whiteness, time alone can tell, but if 
they do there will be unmistakable manifestations of dis- 
gust on the part of the bluejackets, to whom the gleaming 
cleanliness of the fleet is a matter of the keenest pride. 
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Some five thousand Japanese residents of Southern 
California have asked the local reception committee of 
Los Angeles to be permitted to assist in welcoming the 
officers and men of the American battleship fleet upon its 
arrival at that port. The secretary of the Japanese As- 
sociation of Los Angeles has assured the committee that 
he and his countrymen desire to express their good-will 
and to disprove as false any charge that they are ani- 
mated by ill-feeling toward Americans. He also stated 
that the Japanese business men of the community were 
raising a fund to assist in entertaining the fleet and de- 
sired to co-operate with the committee. The offer has 
been cordially accepted. 
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Mr. Morgan, Postmaster of New York, is winning 
golden opinions from the officers and men of our fleet be- 
cause of the pains he takes to see that their letters get to 
them as promptly as possible, the efficient manner in 
which the Navy mail is handled in the New York Post 
Office being a model for all other post offices. If Mr. 
Morgan were to make a yisit to any of our Navy ves- 
sels, he would be sure to receive a warm welcome.

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ARMY AND NAVY FOOTBALL GAME. 


According to the Philadelphia Public Ledger, repre- 
sentatives of the Army, the Navy and the University 
of Pennsylyania held a secret meeting in Philadelphia 
on Feb. 9 to consider the question of playing the’ next 
annual Army-Navy football game on Franklin Field in 
that city. The Army was represented by Capt. Thomas 
W. Darrah, 27th U.S. Inf., the Navy by Lieut. Comdr. 
Joseph M. Reeves, and the University of Pennsylvania 
by Dr. J. William White. While no particulars as to 
the proceedings were given out, the Ledger states that 
the Annapolis and West Point representatives informed 
the Pennsylvania delegation that Franklin Field would 
not be available for the game this year if Pennsylvania 
insisted that the seats be distributed in three parts. In 
the past Pennsylvania has taken the stand that it would 
be impossible to allow the Army and Navy to take what 
seats they wanted, the remaining to go to the University. 

“Taking it for granted,” says the Ledger, “that the 
trustees of the University will abide by the resolution re- 
specting temporary stands on Franklin Field, that the 
Athletic Association will adhere to its ultimatum that it 
must have one-third of the seats, and the position taken 
by West Point and Annapolis that each must have the 
same seating capacity of last year, the annual football 
contest between the Army and Navy will not be played 
on Franklin Field in November of this year.” 

The Ledger thinks it reasonably certain that this 
year’s Army-Navy game will be played in Philadelphia, 
even if it does not take place on Franklin Field. It 
suggests that the Philadelphia Baseball Park is quite as 
accessible as Franklin Fie!d, and that with the addition 
of temporary seats the park could accommodate thirty 
thousand spectators. ‘Io accommodate the yearly in- 
creasing attendance at these games the authorities of the 
University of Pennsylvania in 1907 permitted the erec- 
tion of a temporary stand on the west end of Franklin 
Field, abutting the handsome new gymnasium, whereby 
some three or four thousand additional seats were pro- 
vided. It was announced, however, in a statement we 
recently published, that the University authorities will 
not permit the erection of this temporary stand for this 
year’s game. Their refusal to do so limits the seating 
capacity of Franklin Field, and is the cause of the pres- 
ent hitch in the arrangements for the game of 1908. The 
Public Ledger, in an editorial article commenting upon 
the possibility that the demand of the University for 
an equal allotment of seats might result in the game being 
played elsewhere than in Philadelphia, says: “The people 
of Philadelphia have a right to expect that the University 
authorities will treat the subject from a broad point of 
view, and will not let trivial and sordid considerations 
stand in the way of that cordial hospitality which Phila- 
delphia would like to see extended to the football teams 
of the United Service. The thought of a squabble over 
the distribution of tickets standing in the way of the 
Army and Navy game is not a pleasant one.” 

Should there be a failure to agree as to the use of 
Franklin Field, it would be well worth while to consider 
the feasibility of playing the Army-Navy game of 1908 
in the city of New York, say, on the Polo Grounds. That 
splendid play-ground, with a seating capacity of 25,000, 
is easily accessible from the great hotel district of the 
metropolis and from all the railway and steamboat 
terminals in the city. The accommodations available in 
New York, in the matter of transportation, hotels and 
in all other respects, are far superior:to those of Phila- 
delphia. The rival teams and supporters would receive 
in New York a welcome worthy of the occasion, and the 
entertainment provided for them would lack nothing 
either in cordiality or variety. 

The belief has frequently been expressed that New 
York might fairly ask that the Army-Navy game—the 
one football game of the year which is absolutely free 
from even a suspicion of professionalism—might occa- 
sionally, at least, be played within her borders. That it 
would be supported, both financially and socially, in a 
manner commensurate with its importance, is beyond 
question. 
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WORK OF THE WEST POINT FENCERS. 


Following is the official report of the Master of the 
Sword, ete., on the work of the fencing team of the U.S. 
Military Academy in the competition for the Manrique 
trophy, held under the auspices of the Amateur Fencers’ 
League at the Central Y.M.C.A., Brooklyn, Feb. 1: 

U.S.M.A., West Point, N.Y¥., Feb. 4, 1908. 
The Adjutant, U.S. Military Academy. 

Sir: I have the honor to submit the following report 
on the work of the fencing team in the competition for 
and the winning of the Manrique trophy, held under the 
auspices of the Amateur Fencers’ League at the Central 
Y.M.C.A., Brooklyn, on Feb. 1: Ten teams had ac- 
cepted the invitation extended by the hosts, but only 
eight teams were’ present at the meet. Besides our 
team, teams representing the following institutions and 
organizations participated in the competition: Yale, 
Pennsylvania, Cornell, Fencers’ Club, N.Y. Turnverein, 
Carnegie Club, and the Foil and Mask Club of New 
Jersey. 

In the first round we met the Fencers’ Club of New 
York, undoubtedly the strongest team, except our own, 
in the meet, and won from them by a score of 5 to 2; 
Greble losing both of his bouts. In the second round 
the Foil and Mask Club were our adversaries, and the 
score was 5 to 0 in our favor. In the final round we 
were pitted against the Cornell team, from whom we 
won by a score of 5 to 3; Sears lost one and Greble two. 

Our team was composed of Dickinson, Sears and 
Greble. This was Cadet Dickinson’s last competition as 
a cadet, and he brought his student fencing career to a 
most satisfactory close. He is, with the exception of 
Honeycutt, and it is diffieult to state which is the better 
swordsman, the finest product of our school. His work 
at this competition was without doubt one of the very 
best exhibitions of foil fencing it has been my privilege 
to witness, and I doubt if there is a better fencer in the 
country to-day; if there is, he, too, is of our making. 
Sears did not make as good a showing as he did at the 
last competition, which was due to two causes: the 
strength of the Fencers’ Club team and the irregular 
fencing of the Cornell team. He more than held his 
own with the former, and in the latter he lost one bout, 
which to the spectators was a questionable decision, 
only because of. lack of experience. 

This competition brought out the fact that in order 
to turn out a successful team for the intercollegiate 
competition, it will be necessary to work harder than we 
ever did before, It is to be regretted that the early 
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graduation of the first class will deprive us of the hex 
fencing team the Academy has had since 1903.

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FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


The France Militaire notes that the application of the 
law March 21, 1905, relating to the French army, will 
have an immediate effect in the revision of the Jaws re- 
lating to the cadres and effectives of the army. ‘There are 
to be reductions of serious import, and the Minister of 
War has prepared proposals which have been submitted 
to the Parliament and sent to the Army Committee of 
the Chamber. The men under arms with the colors are 
expected to amount to 534,000, being about 45,000 less 





than would have been the case under the law of 1889. 


Reports from Vladivostok state that two Russian en- 
gineers have arrived there for the purpose of constructing 
additional barracks in the neighborhood. It is said they 
are intended for the accommodation of two new divisions 
of troops. The same correspondent reports that the Rus- 
sian War Minister has instructed the Trans-Baikal Rail- 
way authorities to investigate the facilities for ihe trans- 
port and mobilization of troops in winter time. The 


above circumstances have given rise to a suspicion among 
some officials and members of the public that war may 
break out between Russia and China. 

For some time, says a London contemporary, there has 
been a general feeling of dissatisfaction with the Italian 
army organization, which became acute after the maneu- 
vers in the Val d’Aosta last summer. It is felt according- 
ly that a civilian, and especially a civilian who sat on 
the Commission of Inquiry into the state of the army, will 


be much more likely to carry out the needed reforms than 
a soldier. General Vigano himself has expressed the opin- 
ion that a politician was needed at the War Office at this 


conjuncture, when the question of the artillery—-a ques 
tion largely of finance—is coming up for discussion. 

In addition to the establishment of a torpedoboat sta- 
tion at Cuxhaven, the German government now proposes 


to build a large drydock in the lower reaches of ile Elbe, 
so that damaged warships shall not be obliged to pass 
through the Kaiser-Wilhelm Canal in order to undergo 
repairs at Kiel. Cuxhaven was chosen as the site for the 
new dock; but, as its position is rather exposed, the na- 
val authorities have selected Brunsbiittel, as that plac 
lies further inland and is close to the Kaiser-Wilhelm 
Canal. 

Some interesting particulars are given in Streffluers 
Militiirische Zeitschrift of an ingenious tell-tale which 
indicates to the soldier, both by day and night, the exact 
number of rounds of ammunition remaining in the maga- 
zine of his rifle.

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ONLY TWO BATTLESHIPS. 


The House Committee on Naval Affairs has reported 
in favor of two battleships for the construction pro- 
gram of the Navy for the next fiscal year instead of the 
four so earnestly recommended by the President and 
the Secretary of the Navy. The other construction ap- 
proved by the committee consists chiefly of eight sub- 
marines and ‘ten torpedoboat destroyers. The appro- 
priations carried in the bill as it stands approved 
amount to $101,000,000, or about $24,000,000 less than 
the estimates. 

The report in favor of two instead of four battleships 
is due to a feeling among members of the committee that 
this is not the time for. the more extensive program. 
Chairman Foss is reported as saying: “Experience has 
shown that it is “more profitable in the end to recom- 
mend in the beginning what you know the House will 
stam! for. A recommendation for four battleships could 
not be put through at. this session.” 

Representative Hobson, also a member of the commit- 
tee, announces that he will make a minority report 
recoumending authorization of four battleships. “But 
the authorization, merely, is not enough,” he said. “It 
should include an actual appropriation so that the work 
of construction would begin without a moment’s unnec- 
essary delay. Even so, it would be three years before 
these vessels could be made ready to go inte commis- 
sion, and this country has no time to lose.” 

The doubling of the Department’s estimate for four 
submarines is attributed partly to the proposed sending 
of submarines to Manila and partly to the demand of 
commercial bodies in the West for the maintenance of 
submarines on the Pacific coast. The chairman of the 
House Committee on Appropriations is quoted as saying 
that if the Naval Committee had insisted on the four 
battleship program the House might have refused to au- 
thorize any battleship at all at this session. 

Supplemental estimates for the Bureau of Equipment 
of the Navy Department, in which an additional appro- 
priation of $1,120,000 is asked, have been sent to Con- 
gress. The appropriation is desired for the refitting, 
equipment, and repair of several naval vessels now in 
commission. For refitting and equipping the Baltimore 
and San Francisco as mine-laying vessels, $50,000 each 
is asked. For refitting boilers, etc., of the same two 
vessels, $250,000 additional for each is required: For 
repairs, alterations and changes in the Brooklyn, and 
for its better equipment as an armored cruiser, $75,000 
is requested. For repairing and alterations in the ships 
Alabama, Illinois, Kearsarge, Kentucky and Iowa, $80,- 
000 for each vessel is asked. For general repairs to 
the Paul Jones, to make her an effective torpedoboat 
destroyer, $45,000 is wanted. Included in the list are 
the battleships Alabama, Illinois, Kentucky and Kear- 
sarge, which, in addition to a general overhauling, are 
to have new intermediate ‘batteries and ammunition 
hoists and up-to-date magazines. The cost is estimated 
at $670,000 for each ship. All have been in active ser- 
vice about eight years. Other vessels to be overhauled 
and modernized are the gunboat Bennington, costing 
$160,000; the torpedoboats Nicholson and O’Brien, on 
which it is proposed to expend some $50,000 each; the 
submarines Adder, Grampus, Moccasin, Pike and Hol- 
land, up to $80,000 each, and the tug Narkeeta, $39,000. 
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According to the New York Sun large numbers of Rus- 
sians are applying for enlistment in the United States 
Army, the proportion at some recruiting offices amounting 
to nearly fifty per cent. of the total enlistments. It is 
stated that of thirteen men enlisted at a certain station in 
New York on a single day six were Russians. An officer 
on recruiting duty in New York is quoted as follows: “A 
large number of the Russians who are now enlisting in 
the United States Army have already seen service in the 
Russian army. I think it would be safe to say that sev- 
enty-five per cent. of them have seen such service, and of 
those who have served in the Russian army nearly all 
were engaged in the recent conflict with Japan. Conver- 
sation with these men leads to the belief that these Rus- 
sian soldiers are almost without exception convinced that 
Russia will once more have to fight Japan, and that this 
war is not going to be so long in coming either. It seems 
to be their idea that enlistment in the United States 
Army will keep them in trim, so that they will be ready 
for the row with the Japs when it comes. These ex-sol- 
diers of the Russian army are not the best disciplined 
troops in the world, but of course they are a lot better 
adapted to our purposes than raw recruits, even if com- 
paratively few of them know much about our language. 
They don’t have to be linguists to make good soldiers, 
and they soon pick up the few words of command that 
are essential.” 
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The Senate received on Feb. 10 a communication from 
the Secretary of the Navy, transmitting, in response to a 
resolution of Jan. 21, a list of all line and staff officers 
of the Navy on duty in Washington, D.C., and in any 
navy yard or naval station in the United States, which 
was referred to the Committee on Naval Affairs. Ac- 
cording to the statement of the Secretary of the 
Navy, in 1905 the line officers of the Navy numbered 
1,109, and staff officers 533, or a total of 1,642. Of this 
number there were 749 line officers and 262 staff officers 
afloat, or a total of 1,011. In 1908 the line officers num- 
ber 1,279 and the staff officers 638, a total of 1,917. Of 
this number 914 line officers and 234 staff officers, or a 
total of 1,148, were afloat. The percentage-of the line 
afloat in 1905 was 68.9 and in 1908, 73.4; of the staff 
49.1 in 1905 and 36.6 in 1908. There are now on duty 
in Washington 82 line officers on the active list and 14 on 
the retired list; 75 staff officers of the active list and 3 of 
the retired list. There is a less percentage ashore than 
there has been for ten years, according to the statement. 
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Apropos of the visit of the First Division of the Pa- 
cific Fleet, Rear Admiral James H. Dayton, U.S.N., 
commanding, to Los Angeles, Cal., the Times publishes 
a highly eulogistic article, from which we quote: “In 
our country we have come to expect the commissioned 
officers of the Navy to be brave, able, courteous and 
gentlemanly; so Rear Admiral Dayton’s officers have 
created no surprise. But the enlisted man—the sailor 
in the blouse and pancake hat—has gratified this com- 
munity. An acquaintance with him makes the snob- 
bish discrimination of the Hast against the uniform 
Seem despicable. ‘Those who have visited the fleet, and 
those who have talked with the sailors, have found them 
frank, well-informed, open-hearted, civil-spoken young 








men, full of the best American spirit. One sees hardly, 
any foreign faces among them; they seem nearly all to 
be American born and bred. One is impressed by the 
general excellence of their physique and the intelligence 
and capacity beaming in their strong young - faces. 
These are not Bowery boys; they are of the country’s 
well-bred stock. The naive, almost eager courtesy with 
which you are received on board is delightful. It is 
doubfful if one of the thousands of visitors who have 
boarded the. ships can honestly tell of an unpleasant 
experience. The. gailor’s life—when he wears Uncle 
Sam’s uniform—isn’t a dog’s life any longer. He is 
treated as he deserves to be—like a man. Rear Admiral 
Dayton is the head of a happy family. The same disci- 
pline holds the officer that rules the sailor. The seamen 
speak well, in private, of the men in authority. They 
refer to “the old man” with a sort of affectionate re- 
gard that is good for men who may have to stand to- 
gether in a fight.”

The Brooklyn Eagle quotes Chief Constructor Capps as 
stating that turret accidents would be prevented if in tar- 
get practice firing more nearly approached the rapidity 
which would be observed in battle. “Recent target prac- 
tice rates for 12-inch guns in the United States Navy 
have approached one shot in thirty seconds, or four times 
the maximum rate reported for the Japanese at Tsushima. 
As the possible rate of fire of the Japanese guns was at 
least one shot per minute, there were obviously good rea- 
sons for a comparatively slow rate of fire, reasons which 
will probably always exist; except with the best possi- 
ble weather and target-range conditions. The supply of 
ammunition which can be earried, for instance, is such 
as to entirely discourage rapid firing unless a large pro- 
portion of hits is being made. The maximum number 
ef shots fired from any 12-inch guns of the Japanese fleet 
during the first day’s fighting at the battle of Tsushima 
has been assumed as only seventy-five, while an authority 
who states that his information is most reliable, says that 
forty shots for each 12-inch gun was the average. As 
the first day’s fighting lasted for more than five hours, the 
average rate of fire, even assuming the gun fire to have 
been interrupted for half the time by smoke, haze, or the 
maneuvering of the fleet, could not have exceeded one shot 
in two minutes on the basis of the maximum estimate of 
shots fired, and little more than one shot in four minutes 
if we accept as true information which is reported to be 
accurate.” 








By direction of the President, Acting Secretary Oliver 
on Feb. 13 ordered a company of Infantry from Fort Gib- 
bon, Alaska, to Fairbanks, Alaska, to preserve order dur- 
ing the mining strike in that section. This action was 
taken upon representation from the United States court 
in Alaska to the Attorney General that the presence of 
Federal troops was needed. Attorney General Bonaparte 
brought the matter to the attention of the President, and 
by his instruction consulted with Acting Secretary Oli- 
ver, who, through General Bell, Chief of Staff, forwarded 
the necessary orders for the movements of troops to the 
military commander of Fort Gibbons. Telegrams from 
Fairbanks to the Attorney General state that open air 
meetings are being held by the striking miners, and that 
threats of violence have been made. The marshal has 
been directed by the Attorney General to use all the force 
at his command to arrest lawbreakers and to prevent in- 
timidation. The military is expected to give the marshal 
moral support and also to take action should the disorder 
prove too great for any force he may be able to secure. 
The latter has been given strict orders as to the energetic 
use of all the force he can command. It is likely that 
Co. C, 10th Infantry, Ist Lieut. Jacob Schick command- 
ing, will go to the scene of disorder. The orders for using 
troops at Fairbanks direct full daily reports to be made 
to the department commander, Colonel Woodbury, at 
Vancouver Barracks, who will keep the Secretary of War 
advised of the situation.

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In the New York Evening Post of. Feb. 3 Rear Ad- 
miral French E. Chadwick, U.S.N., published an article 
explanatory of the line view upon the subject of naval 
titles showing the distinction between rank and title, 
one being determined by grade and the other by occupa- 
tion, Admiral Chadwick says: “The Constitution pro- 
hibits any title of nobility. A natural corollary of this 
would seem to be that no other than a utilitarian title 
should be given, and no title can be of this character un- 
less it is descriptive of office and duties. Titles thus 
with us are given, not for social purposes, but for official 
use. To give them for any other purposes would be to 
affiliate them with ‘titles of nobility’ so expressly for- 
bidden.” An officer of the Navy, who sends us a copy of 
Admiral Chadwick’s letter, says: “The results which 
may logically tlow from the granting of line titles to 
staff corps, and particularly from giving them ‘command,’ 
are so far-reaching as to be revolutionary in character, 
and for this reason the efficiency of the Navy is at stake. 
If one staff corps is to have ‘command’ the other staff 
corps have a right to the same prerogative. It is for the 
people of the United States through the President and 
Congress to decide how the Navy shall be commanded. 
It should be decided without delay—now, at the most 
critical moment in the history of this country, when the 
fighting efficiency of our Navy should at once be brought 
to the highest possible standard in readiness for war.”

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It is now announced that no inscription for the Wirz 
Monumeat has yet been definitely decided upon. A cor- 
respondent of the New York Tribune, who was a prisoner 
at Andersonville during the war, says: “The inscription 
on the Wirz monument holds Grant responsible for the 


non-exchange of prisoners of war. What are the facts? 
One of the provisions of the cartel under which prisoners 
of war were exchanged was that all prisoners captured 
should te exchanged until the party holding the lesser 


number had exchanged all its prisoners, the balance held . 


by the other party to be paroled, with the condition that 
they should not be used in the military service until de- 
clared exchanged by the consent of both parties. These 
terms were abrogated by the Confederates. On Dec. 23, 
1862, Jefferson Davis outlawed by proclamation General 
Sutler aad all officers serving under him, also refusing 
to release any Federal officers until General Butler had 
been punished. In July, 1863, Grant paroled thirty-nine 
thousand prisoners captured at Vicksburg. In the Sep- 
tember following the Confederates declared these paroles 
invalid and put the men into their ranks to fight against 
us. In April, 1864, we find Grant instructing. General 
Butler, who had been appointed special agent of ex- 
change, that ‘no arrangement for the exchange of pris- 


oners would be entered into that did not include the pris- 
oners paroled at Vicksburg.’ ”

A correspondent writes from Grande Island, P.I., Dee. 
27, 1907, to deny the statement published some months 
ago to the effect that the marines at work on the fortifi- 
cations at that place acted in a mutinous manner. He 
says: “T'wo men did refuse duty, but they were the ex- 
ception. The men did not object to the hard work, but 
kicked among themselves as to the awful condition of the 
weather, They worked here through the rainy season 
and it was most disagreeable working in the rain, and 
as it rained incessantly there was no drying of clothes. 
The clay in which they worked became sticky and digging 
was tortuous work. They worked well and were repaid 
by such items as that mentioned. The Navy has no 12- 
inch guns here to mount on Grande Island. The Army 
is mounting two 10-inch disappearing guns. As your 
JOURNAL is much read, this item of which I write is cre- 
ating much indignation.” We regret that this statement 
should have been so long in reaching us.

Fleet will arrive at Callao Feb. 20, two days after the 
schedule. ‘The delay is due to the fact that arrange- 
ments were inade to pass Valparaiso at a fixed hour Feb, 
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VOYAGE OF ATLANTIC FLEET. 

The Atlantic battleship fleet, accompanied by the tor- 
pedoboat destroyers and the Culgoa, the supplyships Gla- 
cier, the Panther, the Ajax and the Chilian cruiser Cha- 
cabuco, left Punta Arenas for Callao Feb. 7. The Chilian 
vessel remained with the fleet as far as Valparaiso. The 
next stop of the fleet is Callao, which they are scheduled 
to reach Feb. 18. The destroyers’ next port of call is 
Talecahuano, Chili. They are due there Feb. 20. 

A message from Rear Admiral Evans reached the 
Navy Department Feb. 13 through Admiral Simpson, 
of the Chilian navy, after he had landed at Talcahuano 
from the Chacabuco. The Chacabuco left the Ameri- 
ean fleet about two hundred miles south of Valparaiso 
to go to Taleahuano. Rear Admiral Evans’s despatch 
was dated from the battleship Connecticut at 4 p. m., 
Feb. 12, and says: 

“Everything going well. Health much improved.” 

The fleet has got threugh the narrow channels of the 
Strait of Magellan without mishap and may be re- 
ported off Valparaiso Feb. 14 or 15. 

Rear Admiral Evans sent a note to Admiral Simpson 
of the Chilian navy, warmly thanking him for all cour- 
tesies, and Minister Hicks has done likewise on behalf 
of the government. Rear Admiral Thomas banqueted 
the authorities on board the Minnesota on Friday after- 
noon, Feb. 7. 

When the fleet sailed the ships were separated by four 
hundred yards of open water, with.eight hundred yards 
between divisions. The intention was to reach Cape 
Froward at daylight. After Cape Pillar the course 
north is close to the coast, with the land constantly in 
sight until Valparaiso is reached. 

Lieutenant Commander Cone’s flotilla of torpedoboat 
destroyers left the battleships when Smith Channel, 
thirty miles frony the western end of Magellan Strait, 
was reached, and go northward through this channel. 
They follow an inside route that will keep the small 
craft well protected from heavy weather. 

The Vacific Navigation Company steamship Orita, 
which arrived at Punta Arenas Feb. 9, reports having 
passed the American fleet in the strait at 6 o’clock Feb. 
8, twelve miles east of Cape Pillar. The Chilian cruiser 
Chacabuco was leading. ‘The weather was very stormy. 
The warships were spread out over a long distance, but 
all seemed to be making splendid progress in the face 
of the strong winds. 

The Peruvian cruiser Bolognesi will meet and wel- 
come the American fleet in the name of President Pardo 
and the Peruvian nation and will escort the fleet to 
Callao. 

The local committee in Los Angeles, Cal., having 
charge of the reception and entertainment of Admiral 
Evans and his fleet adopted resolutions on Feb. 11 ac- 
cepting aid offered by Mr. Anju and the Japanese As- 
sociation of Los Angeles. 

Secretary Metcalf on Feb. 13 officially authorized the 
rescue of Frederick Jeffs, the American castaway on the 
Gallapagos Islands, by an expedition from Rear Ad- 
miral Evans’s fleet. Rear Admiral Evans will be em- 
powered to use such measures as he wishes for the res- 
cue and may, if necessary, leave one of the battleships 
behind until the volunteers who set out in search of 
Jeffs return. Secretary Metcalf anticipates welcoming 
the fleet when it arrives at San Francisco next spring 
and Admiral Dewey may accompany him. 

The fight for the heavyweight championship of the 
fleet on Feb. 5 resulted in a draw, Seamen Altiere and 
Egan battling eight fast rounds. Lieut. Henry C. Mus- 
tin was the referee.

An interesting incident of the Civil War in which a 
well-known officer now on the retired list of the Army 
figured is thus told by the Owego (N.Y.) Gazette of Jan. 
30, 1908: “On May 2, 1864, when the terrible battle 
of Spottsylvania Court House was at its height, a fifteen- 
year-old boy in the uniform of a private was rushing for- 
ward in obedience to the command to charge. The boy 
was yelling at the top of his voice when a rebel Minie 
ball crashed through his right cheek, knocking out four 
teeth and then passed out his left cheek, crushing his jaw 
bone frightfully. The boy sank to the ground probabl 
with the thought that his mother in the far-away nort 
would watch for his home-coming in vain. His colonel, 
who saw him fall, rushed to him and taking a large hand- 
kerchief from his pocket bound up the wound and hurried 
on with his command, thinking of the incident as only 
one more chapter in the history of war, to which he had 
become accustomed. ‘The boy crouched behind a stump 
and later was picked up to be carted around in an ambu- 
lance for several days before he was taken to a camp hos- 
pital, where his wound could be properly cared for by a 
surgeon. In the meantime the colonel’s handkerchief did 
efficient service, the only care the wound received being 
an occasional application of cold water. The boy was 
Fred S. Morgan, of this place, quartermaster of the local 
G.A.R. post, and the colonel was Gen. Isaac 8S. Catlin, 
U.S.A., of Brooklyn, who owns a beautiful summer home 
near Owego. The two veterans of the Civil War have 
met many times since and General Catlin always jokingly 
asks for the return of his handkerchief. In response to 
this request Mr. Morgan has procured a white silk hand- 
kerchief with a red border, in the center of which he has 
inscribed in blue script letters: ‘May 12, 1864—Gen. 
Isaac S. Catlin, from F. S. Morgan.’, which he has mailed 
to the General.” .

The twenty-sixth annual banquet of the Washington

Justice David J. Brewer, of the Supreme 
Court, in response to the toast, ““The Military Order of 
the Loyal Legion a Genuine Peace Society,” made a 
speech which was chiefly noticeable for his ignorance of 
his subject. ‘The Habit of Heroism, the Nation’s True 
Defense,” was responded to by Rev. Ulysses Grant B. 
Pierce. A toast to “Deceased Companions” and one to 
the President of the United States were drunk. A poem, 
“The Legion Eternal,’ was read by Col. John Tweedale, 
U.S.A. Speeches were also made by Vice President Fair- 
banks, whose remarks were chiefly in eulogy of Lincoln, 
and by Speaker Cannon, who discussed methods of solv- 
ing great national problems. Mr. Cannon, speaking of 
the Philippines, said: “It has taken 2,000 years for the 
Caucasian race to reach its present state of development. 
Will anyone venture to say that it will require but a few 
years to do as much for the islanders whom we are bound 
to protect?” Mr. Cannon declared that he believed in 
The Hague peace tribunal, but that he also believed it 
necessary to be prepared for the enemy. The Navy 
must keep pace with the times, and millions of the 
public money must. be expended annually for that pur- 
pose, but he assured his audience that “Hobson and some 
of the rest of them won’t get a $1,000,000,000 naval ap- 
propriation this year.”” The list of members of the Order 
and guests includes the names of almost every military 
officer or public official on duty in Washington. Brevet 
Brig. Gen. Maxwell V. Z. Woodhull, U.S.V., commander 
of the legion, was toastmaster. His address of welcome, 
in which he outlined the purposes for which his comrades 
and their friends had gathered, was brief. During his 
remarks he commended in the highest terms the long and 
valuable service rendered by Major Hyxford as recorder. 
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RETIREMENT FOR ENLISTED MEN. 


January 23, 1908. 

To THE Epiror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

What is the matter with the Journat starting a cam- 
paign in favor of the following—or a similar—amend- 
ment to the present retirement law for enlisted men?: 
“Be it enacted, ete., that the retirement law for enlisted 
men be amended by the insertion, after the enacting 
clause of that law, the following proviso: ‘Provided, That 
any enlisted man, after having completed twenty-five 
years of service (honorable, of course), who shall have 
incurred any physical disability incident to such service 
that wouid prevent him from the full performance of his 
éuties as a soldier. either in the garrison, or in the field, 
may, upon application to the President, be placed on 
the retired list for enlisted men withthe same propor- 
tionate’ rate of pay and allowances as if he had com- 
pleted the full term of thirty years’ service’.” Such pro- 
vision as this is made for officers, and it is no more 
than justice that a similar provision should be made for 
the enlisted man, who is, much less able, after twenty- 
five years of service in the Army, to enter the struggle 
for existence outside, everi with the help of the pittance 
allowed him as a pension; having, as a general thing, 
much poorer mental equipment than the officer, as a 
handicap. Something of this kind is intimated in the 
report of the Secretary of War above referred to: but 
it seems to me that, ifthe Department had introduced 
a bill covering the points that were touched upon in that 
‘report, it would have been more to the point, perhaps, 
and been an earnest of good faith on the part of the 
Department that would have influenced Congress, per- 
-haps. more’ than a mere report: while, if the JouRNAL 
would only take the matter up, in addition, we could 
hope for somethirig definite at an early date.”

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NAVIGATING HOSPITAL SHIPS. 
To THE Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JourNAL: 

I respectfully submit the following rules for the naviga- 
tion of naval hospital ships: 

I. Hospital ships under way will permanently fly the 
signal “Disregard my motions—not under control.” 

II. At night, they will display red, yellow, green and 
blue lights similar to those in drug store windows. 2 

Ill. On sighting a hospital ship at sea, vessels will go 
at once to collision quarters and steam rapidly in the op- 
posite direction, ‘ 

IV. No vessel will approach a hospital ship rearer 
than 3,000 yards, unless the hospital ship is aground, and

X. The position of the hospital ship in fleet formation 
is at 3,000 yards interval to port of the fleet. In case 
she essays to reduce this, the entire fleet will execute 
“ships right” without signal. 

XE. A green pennant will be hoisted by the flagship 
whenever the rhythmic deviations of the hospita! shi} 
from the prescribed course exceed 45 ‘degrees. 

XII. The fleet will not enter port until its hospitay 
ship has first entered and been securely moored. 

XIII, Upon the entrance of a hospital ship into hay. 
bor, vessels at anchor will slip their moorings anid op. 
deavor not to be sunk in the channel. 

XIV. In time of war, hospital ships will cruise as 
near to the encmy’s vessels as possible. 

XV. In every communication to the Bureau of Nayj- 
gation, the commanding officer of a hospital ship wil) spe. 
cifically state whether or not his vessel is aground. and, 
if so, where. 

XVI. Hospital ships, although navigated by merchant 
-masters and crews, will not be furnished with papers. wij] 
resist search by foreign boarding officers by all mezns ai 
their disposal, will refuse payment of port dues and de. 
cline to observe customs regulations: but if arreste: for 
piracy or as hostes humani generis, no responsibility 
whatever will be assumed by the Navy Department.

is to be delivered in 185 days, the Herring one in 180 
and the Wright Brothers’ in 200. It is the plan to have 
the tests of these aeroplanes at Fort Myer next Septem- 
ber. There is a small balloon house at that post which 
can be enlarged and every facility will be provided for 
the successful test of all the machines. General Allen, 
Chief of the Signal Corps, and his associate officers are 
enthusiastic over the start that is made by these awards 
to secure for the Army an adequate means of reconnais- 
sance in time of war. Under The Hague treaty, aero- 
planes and balloons may not be employed offensively for 
the purpose of dropping high explosives on the enemy, but 
if attacked by rifle from-an enemy a balloon or aero- 
plane scout may return’ the compliment even with high 
explosive bombs. The successful machines must be able 
to fly 125 miles and carry two men. A speed of at least 
forty miles an hour is required. The machine must be 
capable of being carried in an ordinary Army wagon and 
of being put together in about one hour. Before accept- 
ance a trial endurance flight of one hour’s duration with- 
out landing will be required. Three trials for speed and 
for endurance will be allowed each machine. Almost 
simultaneously with the announcement of the award in 
these cases, the House. Military Committee has decided 
not. to allow any appropriation in the pending Army bill 
for further purchase of aeroplanes. 
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The requirements for enlisted men of the Navy have 
been modified in orders so that hereafter the following 
heights and weights will, be sought in applicants of the 
ages indicated: Seventeen years old, height 62 inches, 
weight 115 pounds; 18 years, 64 inches, 120 pounds; 19 
years, 64 inches, 124 pounds; 20 years, 64 inches, 128 
pounds. The yariation allowed by the first paragraph on 
age 2 of the recruiting manual applies only to the table 








of heights, weights and. chest measurements for adults. 
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PROSPECTS OF THE PAY BILL. 


As indicated in these columns last week the Army pay 
bill has been made a part of the Army: Appropriation bill 


and the passage of the measure now seems:to be «i fore. 
gone conclusion. The parliamentary future of the pay. 
bill can be easily foretold. It will no doubt be objected: 
to on the floor of the House in Committee of the Whole, 
and’ as new legislation will be ruled out. The Committee. 
on Rules will be appealed to for a rule making it in order 
to put. the pay clause back in the bill; the rule will be 


brought in and the bill will be passed by a stroug ma- 
jority. This will be the result because of the twofold 
righteousness of the proposition. Officers and men should 
be paid fair compensation if they are to be expected to 
spend that compensation in making frequent and burden- 
some changes of station. Over and above all other con- 
siderations the country needs an. Army, and under present 
rates of pay for enlisted men the Army has rapidly ceased 
to be an army, as sudden war or any emergency calling 
for any considerable force would quickly demonstrate. 
‘There has been unfortunately of late a confusing discus- 
sion of the pay proposed to be allowed enlisted men owing 
to the discussion in the House Military Committee of ten- 
tative schedules of pay which had beén worked out in an 
experimental way. To have put these schedules in the 
bill, as was suggested by a few members of the committee, 
would have led to endless debate in the House and Sen- 
ate. Congressional committees have never concerned 
themselves with such schedules in the century that the 
pay of the seamen has been fixed by the Navy Depart 
ment. Under the direction of the President, that method 
of fixing pay has worked well. There need be no appre- 
hension that the country will be robbed or that partiality 
will be shown one class of men or one grade of non-con- 
missioned officers over ‘another, The War Department 
and the General Staff, to which the task of arranging 
such schedules would be referred have a pride and a zeal 
to which Congress and the country may safely trust. The 
system that has worked well in the Navy may be expected 
from every standpoint of experience to work well in the 
Army. 

The Military Committee of the House discussed the 
pay question Tuesday, Thursday and Friday. At the 
Thursday session it was apparent that, while there is 
much diversity of opinion, the general belief is that there 
should be an increase of the enlisted man’s pay. The 
disposition seemed to be -to: avoid. an increase of the 
pay of officers and to devote great care to providing an 
adequate scheme of payment for enlisted men. Major 


General Bell appeared before the cémmittee to urge 
that provision be made:for warrant officers in tle Army 
similar to the present system in the Navy. ie idea 
is to authorize the President to issue to  non-commis- 


sioned officers who have had fifteen years’ service a 
warrant which will carry ‘with it: inereased pay and 
improve the status of the veteran non-commis- 
sioned officer. The warrant system. would be re 
stricted to the regimental: and battalion non-commis- 
sioned staff. The committeé- voted against adopting the 
plan. To get the draft of the proposed pay clause in 
definite shape a sub-committee, ‘consisting of Messrs. 
Hull, Bradley, Stevens, Hay and Wiley, was named to 
meet during the evening and prepare a report to the 
committee. Chairman Hull asked Capt. Johnson Ha- 
good, who has been designated by the Chief of Staff of 
the Army to furnish the military committees of Senate 
and House with all desired data ‘in regard to Army con 
ditions and pay,-:to meet with the ‘sub-committee. 
There is every indication ‘that ‘the House Committee 
will report a pay measure applying only to the enlisted 
men. ‘This certainly has a better chance of passing the 
House than the complete bill. ‘The committee is 4! 


most solid against giving the President power to ‘ix tle 
rates of pay of enlisted men in the Army such as be 
now has by law: in the case of the Navy. Members of 
the committee state that if the matter could come be 
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fore the House in any way there would be a strong vote 
to take away, the power from the President to fix; rates 
of pay iw the Navy! Whe idea is that the American 


people do not like to have the Executive invested with- 


the power to use the ‘military “force asa personal ad- 
junct. There is a feeling that President Roosevelt has 
from time to time shown a disposition to set at naught 
constitutional safeguards and that the practice is not 
ane to be encouraged by legislation that might at some 
future time be abused. Although the House Committee 
shows a disposition to insist on a pay measure of its 
own, the prediction is freely made that when the Army 
Appropriation billreaches the Senate Military Commit- 
tee the Warren pay bill already before the Senate will 
be substituted for the House proposition. There is no 
indication when the Army Appropriation bill will be re- 
ported to the House, but the measure is practically 
finished and only waits for a conclusion of the pay 
question by the committee. The bill may be reported 
during the coming week. 

Chairman Hull is quoted as saying: ‘“‘As to the pri- 
yates, there seems to be no opposition to giving them a 
good inerease—30 to 35 per cent., I should say. The 
non-commissioned officers will get still more than this, 
and there will be provision also for a substantial in- 
crease of pay with each re-enlistment. You see, re- 
enlistments are necessary to keep the Army in the best 
condition, and the proportion of them has been growing 
less. Not only does it cost $1,000 to enlist a. soldier, 
but it costs about $1,000 to keep him per annum. He 
is more expensive the first year than afterward. Why 
shouldn’t this expense be saved by giving him more in- 
ducement to re-enlist? 

“The poorest paid man in the Service is the first lieu- 
tenant. He gets more than the second lieutenant in 
actual cash, but the second lieutenant is a young man 
just out of school with no family and no large social 
expenses. When he becomes a first lieutenant he is older 
and is probably married. He is liable to stay in that 
grade fifteen years and to have children to support. 
That's why the lower grades of commissioned officers 
are entitled to real consideration. ; 

“It’s necessary to give about the same percentage of 
increase, however, to first and second lieutenants and 
captains, beeause if we didn’t do that we would run ’em 
all in together. 
way, but something must be done. This isn’t a good 
time for it, because of. financial conditions. All that is 
realized. But the situation of the Army, without men, 
and with the difficulty increasing constantly of keeping 
men in the ranks, is so serious that it seems impossible 
that we will much longer be denied some consideration. 
We think we can’pretty nearly show that it will not 
cost more’tO maintain an army on a better pay scale 
than it costs now, by reason of the difficulty of securing 
re-enlistments.”” 
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A DIVISION OF MILITIA AFFAIRS. 


The creation of the Division of Militia’ Affairs in the 
War Department is notable for two reasons: First, it is 
an emphatie recognition of the growing importance of the 
nilitia interests of the country in relation to national de- 
fense, which are thus placed upon a broader and more 
definite basis for administrative purposes; and second, 
the assignment of Lieut. Col. Erasmus M. Weaver, Coast 
Art. Corps, U.S.A., as Chief of the new Division advances 
an accomplished and zealous officer to a sphere where he 
will find opportunities for increased ‘usefulness in the 
urgent work of co-ordinating the militia forces with the 
United States Army, The creation of this new Division 
will greatly simplify and accelerate the adaptation of the 
militia te Army standards, and will serve as a secure 
foundation for closer and more effective co-operation be- 
tween the National Guard of the various states and the 
War Department. 

As for the selection of Colonel Weaver as Chief, it is 
as nearly ideal as anything military can be. No officer of 
the Army is more familiar with the condition, needs and 
capabilities of the ‘militia than Colonel Weaver, and none 
has labored more earnestly or more effectively to bring it 
up to the high level of strength and efficiency where it 
should be established:| As Assistant Chief of Artillery 
Colonel Weaver accomplished results of the utmost im- 
portance in arranging and directing last year’s joint exer- 
cises of militia and Regulars in coast defense in the vari- 
ous coastwise states, and his labor in that enterprise dis- 
tinguished him as an organizer of the first order of abil- 
ity. His fitness for his new post is shown by the fact 
that for more than a decade he has been deeply interested 
in the development of the National Guard of coastwise 
States into an efficient support for the regular Coast Ar- 
tillery, 

In an article published in the ARmMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL of Sept. 21, 1907, we recalled the fact that so long 
ago as August, 1896, Colonel—then Lieutenant— Weaver, 
While serving under Lieutenant Colonel—now Brigadier 
General—Carle A. Woodruff, U.S.A., commanding at Fort 
Warren, Mass., delivered a course of five lectures on coast 
defense to the Ist Massachusetts Volunteer Militia, which 
had been taken into association with the Regulars at Fort 
Warren for a week of practical instruction in coast de- 
fense work. ‘Those lectures were supplemented with five 
drill periods a day during the week, and in his report 
cn the work performed Lieutenant . Weaver, inspector, 
Stated that the exercises had convinced him that it is 
“possible to obtain a body of citizen soldiers who can find

There are a lot of difficulties in the — 
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mechanical work °0f Heavy artillery and that it is possi- 
ble to train such mén in a comparatively short time to be 
efficient heavy artillerymén,” Lieutenant Colonel Woodruff 
forwarded this report to the Adjutant General of Massa- 
chusetts with an endorsement which read in part: ‘I 
concur in all that is contained in the papers within. The 
time is now ripe for something to be done in the matter 
of coast defense.” Enough has been said to show that 
Colonel Weaver’s interest in militia development is by no 
means new, but is based upon extensive observation and 
experience. The official order creating the Division of 
Militia Affairs appears under our Army heading. 
President Roosevelt has approved the report of the 
joint Army and Navy board which recently recommend- 
ed the fortification of Manila Bay and the establishment 
of a naval station at Manila City instead of Subig Bay. 
At a recent meeting the joint board decided that Manila 
should be strongly fortified and a naval station estab- 
lished there rather than at Subig Bay, because of the 
fact that the latter bay would require for its proper 
defense an army of at least one hundred thousand men. 
The schedule for the fortification of Manila Bay to be 
provided for in this year’s ‘appropriations includes the in- 
stallation of six 14-inch, one 10-inch, four 6-inch and 
eight 3-inch guns, and eight 12-inch mortars. At Subig 
‘Bay there are to be put in two 10-inch, four 6-inch and 
eight 3-inch guns. At Pearl Harbor, T.H., the program 
ealls for two 14-inch, two 12-inch and four 3-inch guns, 
and sixteen 12-inch mortars. At Guantanamo there are 
to be put in six 12-inch, four 6-inch and eight 3-inch guns, 
and eight 12-inch mortars. The cost of sites and equip- 





’ ments for the defenses of Manila Bay is estimated at $6.- 


488,000, and of guns and carriages $1,205,800. The same 
items at Pearl Harbor are to cost respectively $1,110,000 
and $693,400. At Guantanamo the cost is $1,020,000 for 
sites and $619,400 for guns. One 36-inch and eight 60- 
inch searchlights are to be installed in the defenses in 
Manila Bay at a cost of $155,000, and a power plant to 
cost $348,657 and a fire control system to cost $561,086 
are projected. This total outlay now proposed for Manila 
aggregates $9,266,086. Subig is to have one 36-inch and 
six 60-inch searchlights, costing $95,000; a power plant 
to cost $105,716; and a fire control system costing 
$143,391. Pearl Harbor is to have four 36-inch and five 
60-inch searchlights costing $131,000; a power plant 
costing $34,469; and a fire control system costing $320,- 
656. These projects practically complete the program of 
fortification as laid out by the Board of Fortification for 
the places named. 
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The Navy Bureau of Construction is at work on plans 
for a large amount of work in connection with the instal- 
lation of fire control on vessels that are being overhauled 
or are approaching completion. The aim is to complete 
as much as possible of this important work in this fiscal 
year as can be undertaken. The Nebraska -is under 
orders to have her fire control apparatus put in at the 
Puget Sound yard. The plans and orders are in prep- 
aration now for similar work on the Oregon, which will 
be sent to the Puget Sound yard for the purpose, on the 
Indiana, which goes to League Island, the Massachu- 
setts at the New York yard and the Iowa at the Norfolk 
yard. The Washington, Tennessee, Colorado and the 
Pennsylvania are under orders to go to the Puget Sound 
yard for fire control work; the California, South Dakota, 
Maryland and West Virginia will go to Mare Island; 
the Milwaukee and St. Louis will go to Mare Island 
later for this purpose; the Charleston will be sent to the 
Puget Sound yard. It has been decided that the Bureau 
of Ordnance will do nothing more in the way of fur- 
nishing instruments for fire-control systems for vessels 
on the Atlantic Coast this year. This bureau furnishes 
the instruments, the Bureau of Equipment supplies 
wiring and various material, and the Bureau of Con- 
struction provides plans and takes charge of the work. 
There are approaching completion now the Mississippi, 
Idaho, New Hampshire, North Carolina and Montana, 
which will soon have to be provided for. These vessels 
will go into commission before fall. The New Hamp- 
shire will have her fire-contro] system put in at the 
New York yard, the Idaho and Mississippi at League 
Island and the North Carolina and Montana at Norfolk. 
Plans for the work will soon be completed.

Though it is the apparent intention at present to bring 
the Atlantic Battleship Fleet home by the way of the 
Suez Canal, it is impossible to say whether this program 
will be carried out or not, as the Department of State 
may have something to say in the matter. Circumstances 
may arise which would make it expedient for the fleét 
to avoid Asiatic waters lest a false impression be given 
as to the intentions of our government. A merchant of 
Port Said who, this week, wanted Admiral Rogers, Chief 
of the Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, to ascertain 
what would be the needs of the battleships should they 
enter the Suez Canal, was told that the Paymaster Gen- 
eral was not in a position to state the Department’s plans 
relative to the route to be taken by the fleet on its return 
voyage, but if it were decided that the ships would follow 
the Suez route their needs on reaching Port Said would 
probably be confined to a few fresh vegetables. 
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In a communication entitled “Available Material for 
Second Lieutenants,” which appears in another column, 
a correspondent suggests that commissioned officers of 
Philippine Scouts who have served as such for four years

- Phere are, 
nevertheless, in the Scouts a considerable number of sec- 
ond lieutenants who were formerly trustworthy and: high- 
ly deserving non-commissioned officers of the Army who 
are entitled to far more generous’ Cofsideration than’ they 
have thus far received. It may be that conditions’ will 
ultimately permit the gradual return to the Army of the 
Army officers now serving with the Scouts, thus opening 
the way for the promotion of Scout lieutenants, to the 
grade of captain. In that event promotion will be afford- 
ed for the second lieutenants to. the grade of first lieu- 
tenant. 





Inasmuch as the War Department has available only 
$25,000 for the purchase of the three airships it has or- 
dered at an aggregate cost of $46,000, Congress should 
not hesitate to vote an appropriation to supply the needed 
funds and provide for the purchase of additional aerial 
craft in case those already ordered shall prove .satisfac- 
tory. There is no lack of enterprise or ingenuity on the 
part of our military experts in this important work of 
developing aerial craft for use in war, but.-because of 
the lack of available money for such: purposeswe are 
away behind England, France, Germany and ‘probably 
other foreign nations in this particular field of experi- 
mentation. A real step forward has. been. taken.in the 
placing of contracts for three aeroplanes, and. if. they 
prove as successful as their designers predict ‘there should 
be no difficulty in obtaining money for further construc- 
tion. Rear Admiral Chester has arranged with Secretary 
Metcalf to place in the hands of the Navy ‘Department 
early in the spring a flying machine devised by a New 
York aerial architect. The Depeartment. does .not..buy 
the machine, but will test it and determine its value for 
naval reconnaissance. 
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We regret to observe a division of opinion ‘in the au- 
gust Supreme Court on the subject of our need of naval 
protection.

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Bills before Congress appear on page 634. 

A vote on the contested nomination of Lieut. Col. W. 
W. Wotherspoon to be brigadier general will be had in 
the Senate on Monday, Feb. 17. Am agreement for a 
vote at that time was reached last Monday, after con- 
siderable discussion. Senators Bulkeley, Briggs, and Du 
Pont, who have led the opposition to confirmation, were 
absent when the nomination was called up in executive 
session. 

The Senate Military Committee cleaned up its docket 
Thursday and reported all nominations before it favor- 
ably. Col. Ramsay D. Potts nominated to be brigadier 
general; Capt. Jay J. Morrow, C.E., to be major vice 
Sewell resigned; Lieut. E. N. Johnston to be captain; 
2d Lieut. Jarvis J. Bain to be first lieutenant ; and Capt. 
Charles S. Waikley, chaplain, to be major; having been 
favorably reported were confirmed. Col. C. E. L. B. 
Davis was confirmed as brigadier general on Wednesday. 
General Davis will be retired Feb. 16, having reached the 
age of sixty-four. 

The Senate Military Committee at its regular meeting 
Feb. 13 ordered a favorable report to be made on the 
following bills: S. 5048, authorizing the Delaware and 
Hudson Company to make use of a right of way through 
the military reservation at Plattsburg Barracks; S. 650, 
extending the provisions of Section 1330 of the Revised 
Statutes, which gives the special leave privileges allowed 
officers detailed to service at the Military Academy as in- 
structors to officers who are detailed to similar duty at 
staff or service colleges and schools; and the Warren vet- 
erinaty bill, known as S. 654. The chairman of the com- 
mittee has named the following sub-committee on the 
Army Appropriation bill: Warren, Foraker, Lodge, 
Bulkeley, Taliaferro, Foster, Overman. The following 
sub-committee has been named to take charge of the Mili- 
tary Academy bill: Warren, Scott, Hemenway, Warner, 
du Pont, Frazier and McCreary. 

The Senate has passed S. 3157, authorizing and direct- 
ing the Secretury of War to grant to the state of Kansas 
a tract of land, not to exceed one acre of ground, whereon 
are located the ruins cf the old station building which was 
the first Kansas territorial capitol at Pawnee, now in- 
cluded in military reservation of Fort Riley, Fas., for 
the preservation of said ruins as a historical relic. 

Mr. Gallinger, from the Senate Committee on Com- 
merce, on Feb. 3 presented a favorable report on S. 28, 
with amendments, to provide for an ocean mail service 
between the United States and foreign ports and to pro- 
mote commerce. The bill as amended is as follows: 
“That the Postmaster General is hereby authorized to 
pay for ocean-mail service under the Act of March 3, 
1891, in vessels of the second class on routes to South 
America, to the Philippines, to Japan, to China, and to 
Australasia, four thousand miles or more in length, out- 
ward voyage, at 2 rate per mile not exceeding the rate 
applicable to vessels of the first class as provided in said 
act.” 

Feb. 7, the Secretary of War transmitted to Congress a 
letter from the Chief of Ordnance, U.S. Army, calling 
attention to the importance of securing legislation to au- 
thorize mileage of ordnance officers traveling on inspection 
duty to be charged to appropriations authorizing procure- 
ment or maintenance of material. Favorable action is 
requested. In his letter General Crozier shows that ow- 
ing to the lack of mileage for travel ordnance material 
does not receive the thorough inspection which is neces- 
sary prior to its introduction into the military service. 
General Crozier proposed the following legislation to meet 
the difficulty: ‘When officers of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment travel in compliance with orders from the Chief of 
Ordnance in connection with the procurement or mainte- 
nance of ordnance property, their mileage shall be charged 
to the appropriations authorizing the purposes which the 
travel is connected with. Provided, That the amount so 
expended in any fiscal year shall not exceed $15,000.” 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
favorably without amendment S. 652, to create the office 
of captain in the Philippine Scouts; such captains to be 
selected from officers of the grade of first lieutenants in 
said Scouts, and to be given provisional appointments for 
periods of four years each, no such appointments to be 
continued for a second or subsequent period unless the 
officers’ conduct shall have been satisfactory in every re- 
spect; the number of officers provisionaily appointed not 
at any time to exceed the number of companies of native 
troops which may be formed by the President from time 
to time for service in the Philippine Islands. 

The Philippine Scouts number now a little over 4,000. 
Half of these companies have been employed in connec- 
tion with the native constabulary in the suppression of 
the ladrones and have rendered very excellent service. 
They are amenable to discipline, have a martial spirit, 
and make excellent soldiers. The Secretary of War 
believes that it is a wise policy by which there shall 
be maintained in the Philippine Islands, as long as 
the United States remains in control of them, a small 
but well-trained Filipino army. If they are to be 
made soldiers at all, they should be made good soldiers. 
They should be trained as the American soldiers are, with 
the same discipline and the same rifle practice, and they 
ought to have, and need, rather more than American sol- 
diers do, a full complement of officers. There are now in 
the Service two lieutenants to each company. Many of 
them have rendered praiseworthy service and are entitled 
to promotion. It seems to be wise, therefore, to create 
the office of captain in these companies. With a Regular 
officer as major and the Scout officers as captains and 
lieutenants, the discipline and efficiency of the Scouts 
could be largely increased at only the additional cost of 
the payment of the captains, some 50 in number. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs has reported 
without amendment S. 651, to enable the enlisted men of 
the Philippine Scouts to be reimbursed for certain sums 
of money in by them to Lieut. Andrew Shea, Phil. 
Scouts, for safe-keeping and for transmission to their 
families, which sums were embezzled by said Shea; the 
sum of $3,600 is appropriated for the purpose. This bill 
passed the House Feb. 11. 

HOUSE PROCEEDINGS. 

The bill (S. 4030) to fix the pay of the Army was an- 
nounced as next in order on the calendar in the House 
on Feb. 11. As the chairman of the Committee on Mili- 
tary Affairs, Mr. Hull, was not in the Chamber, and the 
Reneier mm Maine, Mr, Hale, who proposes to offer an 
amendment to the bill, was also absent, on motion of Mr. 
Scott it went over, retaining its place on the calendar. 

The Honse on Feb. 10 took up a resolution as 
from the Committee on Naval Affairs (H. Res. ), re- 
questing the Secretary of the Navy to inform the House, 
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tion, if any, has been made in the skilled-labor force em- 
ployed in the Washington and other navy yards and the 
reason therefor. ‘The resolution was allowed to lie over 
on objection by Mr, Mann, who said: “It seems to me 
very bad practice to ask a Department to give the rea- 
sons why they do so and so. ‘There is a method of com- 
municating with Congress. They can communicate the 
facts; but if we start out asking each officer of the gov- 
ernment why he does thus and so, we enter upon a very 
bad practice, and therefore I object.” The resolution 
came up again on Feb. 10, and passed with the last 
words, “and the reason therefor,” stricken out as “out 
of harmony with thé principles governing the use” of such 
resolutions. 

The House on Feb. 7 passed H.R. 2756, to pay to L. 
K. Scott the sum of $7,500 for royalty upon telescopic 
sights, in full satisfaction of all claims against the Unit- 
ed States arising from the use of said telescopic sights. 
In 1889 the War Department ordered from Lieutenant 
Colonel Scott, of the Royal Engineers, through Lieuten- 
ant Crozier, the representative of the Ordnance Depart- 
ment in London, two Scott telescopic sights for trial. 
Subsequently, in 1894, a third sight, slightly modified, 
was procured. This was subjected to a careful test, as 
the two previous sights had been, and was found satisfac- 
tory. The War Department therefore purchased 100 
sights, for which Colonel Scott was paid £2,500. Pend- 
ing the delivery of these sights, the Spanish-American 
War broke out. More sights were urgently needed, and 
it was found necessary to manufacture them in the Unit- 
ed States. In March, 1898, ‘an order was placed for 
Scott sights. ‘These 150 sights clearly embodied Colonel 
Scott’s patent. Colonel Scott’s patents expired in 1895, 
but the use of his sight had at first been obtained under 
representations that he should receive proper compensa- 
tion, and the payment of the amount authorized under the 
present bill is therefore believed to be a matter of equity. 
The bill was passed by the Senate on Feb. 12. 

The House has received from the Acting Secretary of 
the Navy supplemental estimates of appropriations re- 
quired for the Naval Service under the Bureau of Equip- 
ment and the Bureau of Steam Engineering, aggregating 
$1,120,000, required to refit and equip the U.S.8. San 
Francisco and the U.S.S. Baltimore as mine-laying ves- 
sels, and for repairs, alterations, and changes necessary 
to equip the U.S.S. Brooklyn as an armored cruiser, and 
to equip the U.S.S. Alabama, Illinois, Kearsarge, Ken- 
tucky and lowa as efficient battleships, and’ for general 
repairs to the engines, boilers, ete., of the U.S.S. Paul 
Jones to make that vessel an efficient torpedoboat de- 
stroyer. 

The Legislative, Executive and Judicial Appropriation 
bill which was reported to the House by the Committee 
on Appropriations on Feb. 11 carries the following among 
its items: ‘The salary of the Assistant Secretary of War 
is increased from $4,500 to $6,000. Office of the Quar- 
termaster General: One inspector of supplies for the 
Army at $2,500, and two draftsmen at $1,000 each are 
omitted. Office of the Chief of Ordnance: The amount 
that may be used out of the appropriations for armament 
of fortifications and for arming and equipping the organ- 
ized militia, for the services of skilled draftsmen and 
other services, is increased from $40,000 for 1908 to 
$45,000 for 1909. Navy Department: ‘The salary of the 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy is increased from $4,500 
to $6,000. Office of the Judge Advocate: One law clerk 
at $2,500 is recommended. Bureau of Navigation: Two 
additional copyists at $900 each are recommended: Office 
of Naval Intelligence: One additional translator at 
$1,400 is recommended, Bureau of Equipment: ‘’Pwo ad- 
ditional clerks at $1,000 each are recommended. :. 

Mr. Bartholdt, from the House Committee on_ Labor, 
has submitted a favorable report on H. J. Res. 103, to 
protect ciyilian musicians against the competition of the 
bands of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps. It is ex- 
plained that this resolution, if passed. will in no wise 
interfere with regimental bands furnishing music at offi- 
cial occasions or social functions at the Executive Man- 
sion or other places where their services may be required 
by the President or other officials of the government, nor 
will the inhibition extend to any free concerts given by 
Army and Navy bands. 

The House has published as Document 607 the message 
of the President of the United States transmitting the 
report of the special commission on the labor troubles at 
Goldfield, Nevada, together with the correspondence be- 
tween himscif and the Governor of Nevada relating to the 
use of Regular troops at Goldfield.

Method of Wearing Waist Belt with Overcoat.—Rec- 
ommendation having been made by a company com-

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ADMIRAL CONVERSE ANSWERS CRITICISM. 

The report prepared by Rear Admiral Converse at 
the request of President Roosevelt to answer the criti- 
cisms made by various writers supposed to have been 
advised and informed by officers of the Navy wil! he 
made public Monday, February 17. Admiral Converse, 
in assembling the data that will be presented, has had 
the assistance of Chief Constructor Capps, Chief of 
the Bureau of Construction, and several other experi- 
enced administrative officers on duty in the Department. 
It is said by those who have seen parts or all of the re- 
port that its style is designed to be popular and that 
there has been a studied avoidance of the technical 
phrasing that usually characterizes official reports from 
navy officers. The report is abundantly illustrated 
from photographs and has many diagrams and chiurts 
to make clear various problems of construction aid de- 
sign. But three copies of the report, which is very large, 
have been prepared and it will be a week or more be- 
fore it will be ready to be distributed as a printed docu- 
ment. 

The suggestion for this special report came from the 
President in the letter he wrote January 2 at the time 
that the diseussion of the Brownson incident and the 
teuterdah!l article were together creating a great deal 
of adverse criticism of the Navy, and especially of the 
Roard of Construction. The President said in his letter 
to Secretary Metcalf: “There has been so much misrep- 
resentation and exaggeration that I desire you to make 
me a statement as to the exact facts concerning which 
there has been dispute. In particular I desire you to get 
the opinion of Admiral Converse, who until last spring 
was chief of the Bureau of Navigation and whose high 
professional standard of conduct and duty and _ high 
professional knowledge render him peculiarly fit to give 
judgment.” The work began at once and has been in 
progress constantly since. The magazines that brought 
on the discussion are understood to have articles in 
preparation replying to the Converse report, but Secre- 
tary Metcalf regards the statement made by Admiral 
Converse as unanswerable and the President has said, 
after reading the report, that nothing remains to be said. 
Chief Constructor Capps, in his last hearing before the 
House Naval Committee, went over the ground of the 





Converse report and it is understood that the answer 
that has been made is regarded by members of the com- 
mittee as fully sustaining the high reputation of the 


officers who have served on the Board of Construction 
and making a complete refutation of the charges that 
have from time to. time been made against the condition 
and worth of the vessels in the United States Navy. 
The testimony of the Chief Constructor along this line 
will not. be made public until the Converse report is out. 
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BRAVERY RECOGNIZED. 

There has been forwarded to James Treinor, Chief 
Master-at-Arms on the cruiser Washington, the following 
letter from the Secretary of the Navy, including jetters 
from Treinor’s superior officers reciting his bravery in 
saving a fellow seaman’s life. The incident is one that 
has received much appreciative comment in Navy Depait- 
ment cireles during the week :

THE NEW MILITIA BILL. 
o THE EprToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

The era of military reorganization is at hand. From 
the office of the Chief Executive of the nation to the 
desk of the member of the assembly from Squedunk 
the same feverish enterprise rolls forth. “What's the 
watter with the Army,” is now trudging along hand in 
hand with “the National Guard must be ready for war 
at a moment’s notice.” “If the National Guard inter- 
feres with your business, give up your business.” 

Recruiting in the National Guard is just as impor- 
tant and at times just as difficult as it is in the Army. 
Assuming that a young man earning a moderate salary, 
with some dependencies, takes a fancy to the National 
Guard. Is the captain, who needs recruits, whose com- 
pany is under the minimum strength, to tell him the 
truth, ie., that he is liable to be called into the service 
of the government at a moment’s notice for an indefinite 
period, for thirteen dollars and upwards per month, that 
husiness, nor dependents, nor any other thing will be a 
yalid excuse for his absence, which will be characterized 
as desertion? I say, Ali Baba, is the captain to tell 
him the truth, or would the “high and mighties’” have 
the captains do as some of them are doing now, namely, 
side-stepping the question in its entirety? And assum- 
ing that he is told the truth, would not his answer, 
“Why should 1?’ be extremely embarrassing to the 
captain aforesaid? . 1 } 

During this epidemic of reorganization it is to be 
hoped that astute body, the Congress, will not permit 
themselves to acquiesce to the proposed banner. It is 
hoped they will remember the rank and file. It is hoped 
they will question some of the line officers as to that 
most vital of all questions, namely, recruiting. It is 
hoped they will remember that the rank and file have 
their livings to make for fifty-two weeks every year, the 
“high and mighties” to the contrary notwithstanding.

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WISHES TO KNOW THE REASON WHY. 


To THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

In respect to the part to be taken in either an offen- 
sive or a defensive war with a foreign power, the follow- 
ing considerations enter: In an offensive war it is pre- 
supposed that the control of the sea has been obtained 
by our Navy, ia which case our harbor and naval bases 
will be secure; and the greater part of the Coast Artil- 
lery troops will be available for duty with the mobile 
army, either as siege artillery or infantry, in. offensive 
operations. In a defensive war, the mobile army will be 
needed for the land defense of the particular port or 
ports on which the attack will be made, in conjunction 
with the Coast Artillery troops. In either case in a great 
foreign war the coast artillery troops will have an im- 
portant part, and will be intimately associated with the 
= army, and, in fact, will generally form a part 
of it. 7 R 

Such being the ease, the question arises, Why are 
coast artillery officers not in the line of promotion to gen- 
eralcies? Looking over the list of recent promotions, 
there is no colonel of Coast Artillery selected for promo- 
on, except one who goes on the retired list immediately 
following his promotion, In time of peace the Coast 
Artillery troops constitute about one-third of the Army 
and constitute the greater part of the forces in three of 
our military departments. Of the twenty-two general 
officers ouly one was a Coast Artillery officer. This seems 
curious state of affairs, and it looks like a case of dis- 
crimination against the Coast Artillery. It would be in- 
teresting to know what reasons could be given for this 
evident discrimination.

Forty YEArs’ SERVICE. 
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A NEW SYSTEM OF WIRELESS. 
(From a German Correspondent. ) 
Berlin, Jan. 29, 1908. 

A highly interesting new invention, which may be 
destined to revolutionize the use of wireless telegraphy 
and telephony for military purposes, has recently at- 
tracted much attention, so much so that the inventor, 
Lieutenant von Lepel, of the German army, was invited 
to explain his methods before the “Inspection der Ver- 
kehrstruppen.” In his lecture Lieutenant von Lepel ex- 
plained that, by utilizing the unrestricted vibrations 
(unbedampfte Schwingungen), the Danish engineer, 
Waldemar Poulsen, had succeeded in telephoning from 
Copenhagen to Berlin. These unrestricted vibrations 
differ from those in use with the spark  telegraphy 
through the possibility of very fine and exact adjustment, 
i.e., the possibility of a simultaneous working together 
of several stations, but before all that they can be utilized 
in wireless telephony, which, with the spark telegraphy, is 
impossible. Poulsen was the first who succeeded in pro- 
ducing unrestricted vibrations by means of a light are in- 
fluenced by a strong magnet enclosed in a hydrogen at- 
mosphere. Based upon these experiments the German 
society for wireless telegraphy succeeded in wireless 
telephoning over a distance of seventy-five kilometers. 
From these systems the new method of Lieutenant von 
Lepel differs in that not the light arc, but a thorough new 
way of electric discharge between metal electrodes pro- 
duces the electric energy. The apparatus is very simple, 
easy to handle, of small dimension, and it weighs only 
about one-tenth of the Poulsen apparatus, although the 
power is the same, and it is very economical in the use 
of current. It seems, therefore, specially adapted for use 
in the field, for automobile and portable stations, but more 
yet for the use in dirigible balloons—since Herr von 
Lepel employs no materials whatever which could ex- 
plode. 

Lieutenant yon Lepel has, by his new system, suc- 
seeded in transmitting telegraphic messages between the 
wireless stations Reinickendorf, near Berlin, and Braun- 
schweig, a distance of about 230 kilometers, and from 
the results obtained it is surely expected that it is entirely 
within the range of possibility to telegraph and telephone 
at much greater distances. Lieutenant von Lepel is only 
twenty-six years of age: until 1903 he was a cavalry 
officer, but resigned to pursue his scientific studies. For 
this purpose he entered the electric shops of the “‘Allge- 
meine Electricitiits Gesellschaft,” the largest German 
electric manufacturing company, which is in close rela- 
tion with the General Blectric Company of America. 
Afterwards he was employed as engineer with the “Ger- 
man Society for Wireless Telegraphy,” and in this ca- 
pacity he was ordered to take part in the Russian- 
Japan war, which he did on the staff of Admiral Ro- 
jestvensky. After his return he continued his experi- 
ments, the results of which are apt to make him +.

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A PLEA FOR VETERINARIANS. 


To THE Epiror oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Forty-two veterinarians since 1900 have been plodding 
along in the Service, trying their best to show their use- 
fulness to their superior officers in all things pertaining 
to the diseases of the horse during times of peace, and 
hence indirectly hoping to impress their value, should 
war break out. These men are, with a few exceptions, 
college-bred, with the degree of “Veterinarian”; not the 
old-time ‘‘Horse Doctor,’ but men who are educated in 
sanitation, hygiene, chemistry, meat inspection, etec., and 
not in one calling alone, namely, “‘doctoring a horse.” 
As soon as officers and civilians get the idea out of their 
heads, that a veterinarian is simply a “Horse Doctor,” 
with no other qualifications, then, and then only, will 
they become enlightened as to the veterinarian’s real call- 
ing and ability. 

In the British army the chief veterinarian has the rank 
of general; so the English veterinarians have overcome 
all prejudices, and receive their due recognition ; and like 
wise in the French army. 

A candidate, before becoming veterinarian in our 
Army, is examined in eighteen subjects; he is observed 
during this examination, which lasts six days, as to his 
social fitness and gentlemanly bearing. After both pass- 
ing the mental examination and being approved by the 
Board of Officers as to his social qualifications, he is ap- 
pointed. Yet this man is refused the rank of second lieu- 
tenant; and without the rank he gets no foreign service 
pay, no promotion, no commutation of quarters, no retire- 
ment and no disability protection. This is hardly an in- 
centive for his life’s work in the Army. We have now one 
veterinarian in the Service with forty years’ - service. 
Surely he is’ deserving of retirement and pension. The 
Bureau of Animal Industry employs none but graduate 








veterinarians. The chief commands a salary three times 
as large as the Army veterinarian. He has under him 
a corps of inspectors, who report to him, and he reports 
io the Secretary of Agriculture. In the Army we have 
no organization, no one to represent us at the War De- 
partment, no one to advise the head officials of the De- 
partment on veterinary matters, and no one to Supervise 
our work; and we report to no one who is qualified to 
judge our professional efficiency. If a Regular veteri- 
nary corps is in yogue in all foreign armies, who give 
their veterinarians rank, and have a chief, why not have 
it in the Army of the most progressive country in the 
world? W. P. H. 


VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

An official dispatch from the commandant of the navy 
yard at Mare Island regarding the accident to the boiler 
of the cruiser St. Louis on Feb. 10 was received at the 
Navy Department Feb. 11. It says that the water leg 
of boiler D blew out while the ship was preparing for sea. 
The following were scalded: F. Thompson, water tender ; 
EF. W. Baker, fireman, first class; T, Lewis, fireman, first 
class, and G. W. Smith, coal passer. These four men 
were transferred to the hospital before the St. Louis 
sailed for Magdalena Bay. The medical officer reports 
that they are doing well. The vessel was not delayed in 
sailing ea route to Magdalena Bay by the accident. 

A trial of the scout cruiser Chester, Capt. Henry B. 
Wilson, will be held over the Cape Ann course on Feb. 
27. At a time to be hereafter designated, the Chester 
will visit the Penusylvania city after which it is named, 
on which occasion there will be presented to the cruiser 
a handsome silver service purchased with money raised 
by Chester citizens and also a silver service from the 
Daughters of the Revolution. 

Writing home, one of the men on the U.S.S. Maine says, 
as quoted in the Blue Jacket: “I feel as happy as a town 
sergeant upon a holiday, Talking about ships, the Maine 
is magnificent and her crew the best that ever trod a 
deck, and, ‘Pop,’ anybody talking to the contrary must 
stand up and whip us to the last man and body, and you 
will please not forget it.’ 

An interesting race is being made between the U.S.S. 
North Dakota and the U.S.S. Delaware somewhat similar 
to that made a few years back between the Connecticut 
and the Louisiana. This time the contestants are private 
yards and the government is not in the running’ The 
construction report issued by the Bureau of Construc- 
tion Feb. 10 shows that the North Dakota has a long 
start, being 17.5 toward completion, and the Delaware 
but 9.2 done. A month ago they were respectively 12.7 
and 7.05. In December they stood: North Dakota, 7.84: 
Delaware, 5.08, and in November, North Dakota, 4.23; 
Delaware, 2.33. Thus the North Dakota has had some- 
thing of a start from the beginning. The keels of both 
vessels were laid in December, so that the previous re- 
ports of work done were based on preparation of blocks 
and plates. The North Dakota is being built at the Fore 
River yard and the Delaware at the Newport News yard. 
The weather has been favorable at both points thus far 
this winter. The former yard has been a little more 
lucky in getting material shipped than the other. Both 
vessels will be ready for launching next November. The 
North Dakota is due for delivery in June, 1910, and the 
Delaware in August of the same year. 

According to reports from Norfolk, more than 200 
men, who had been Jaid off at the Norfolk Navy Yard 
recently, were reinstated within the past day or two. 
The plan adopted at the Washington Navy Yard is be- 
ing followed at Norfolk. The men will each be required 
to lose four days per_month until Congress takes action 
or until the beginning of the next fiscal year. It is 
stated that there is plenty of work at the Norfolk Navy 
Yard for all its force, but the funds for the operation 
of the big shipbuilding and repair plant are low. 

The U.S.S. Chicago arrived at Valparaiso, Chili, Feb. 
{. and took on coal. 

According to unofficial advices from Santa Barbara, 
Cal., the U.S.S. Maryland, Capt. Chauncey Thomas, fir- 
ing with 6-inch rifles on Jan. 23, averaged for her whole 
battery 8.48 hits a gun a minute at Magdalena Bay. Fir- 
ing at a target 12 by 21 feet at 1,700 yards, and steam- 
ing at a rate of ten knots, the cruiser passed the target 
twice, firing both port and starboard batteries. The best 
single gun record was 12.55 hits a minute. From Manila 
it is reported that the Chattanooga, Commander Smith, 
had a good lead with all guns over the Galveston. The 
Denver was third and the Cleveland fourth. A special 
feature was the excellent shooting by 6-pounder torpedo 
repelling batteries at night. The practice was at 1,600 
yards, the best pointer scoring more than fifteen hits a 
minute and the average being a fraction less than ten hits 
a minute. The night shooting this year was better than 
the day shooting last year. The day practice with five- 
inch guns was better than last year, when the Chatta- 
nooga led her class. 

The third torpedo flotilla, now at Hampton Roads, will 
leave there the coming week for St. Joseph’s Bay, Fla., 
to engage in drill exercises and target practice. The 
flotilla is composed of the torpedoboats Porter, Tingey, 
Blakely, De Long and Thornton, and is under the com- 
mand of Lieut. Willis G. Mitchell, The flotilla will re- 
turn north about May 1 to take part in the summer 
maneuvers. 

Secretary Metcalf has sent a ietter to the commanding 
officer of the trainingship Cumberland, at the Narragan- 
sett Naval Station, criticising his action in allowing two 
apprentice seamen te indulge in a fist fight to settle a 
dispute, which resulted in the death of one of the con- 
testants. The affair oceurred Jan. 14 last, on the Cum- 
berland. Apprentice Seaman H. A. Hartnett, of Phila- 
delphia, who was acting master-at-arms on the Cumber- 
land, became involyed in an argument with Seaman Ap- 
prentice B. M. Manning, of Middleboro, N.Y. and a 
boxing match to settle the dispute was arranged. Sur- 
geons were at the ringside, and soft, regulation gloves 
were used. ‘The fight went for eight rounds, when Man- 
ning landed a swift blow on Hartnett’s jaw. Hartnett 
went down, unconscious. He failed to revive, and died 
on Jan. 18 without regaining consciousness. An investi- 
gation showed that the killing was apparently accidental. 
In his letter, Secretary Metcalf said that, while the De- 
partment believed in encouraging legitimate athletic 
sports, he believed that the commanding officer of the 
Cumberland made an error of judgment when he allowed 
two apprentice seamen to settle a dispute with boxing 
gloves. 

Naval Engineer Baratta, of the Italian navy, is 
reported in four despatches as having patented a new 
armor plate.. A composition of cement is laid about a 
foot thick over a single sheet of steel. The armor thus 
made is light and cheap and it is claimed that it has 
remained unperforated by the projectiles from the

The officers who have reported against the 
closed bulkheads lay stress upon the fact that the confi- 
dence of the enlisted personnel who are below deck is an 
élement which cannot be ignored in the efficiency of the 
ship, and it may, upon occasion, have its influence upon 
the speed of the vessel. The openings proposed lessen the 
security of.a ship in case of an accident which compels 
dependence upon the watertight bulkheads. 

The second submarine flotilla, which tried to get to 
Hampton Roads from New York, but had to put back 
on account of the ice, was still at New York at last 
aecounts. ~The destination of the three boats is the 
lower Chesapeake. Lieut. Charles E. Courtney, com- 
manding, reports to the Navy Department that the last 
attempt, made Monday, Feb. 10, resulted in damage 
to each of the boats’ propellers by the ice. They have 
been ‘towed back for docking and repairs. 

Comdr. F. F. Fletcher, U.S.N., who has been on duty 
with the General Board the past year, will be assigned 
to duty as a member of the board on reaching the grade 
of eaptain, which will occur about two months hence.

avy. That the Surgeon General of the Navy is hereby 
authorized to appoint, under regulations to be prescribed by 
the Secretary of the Navy, trained women nurses, as follows: 
One superintendent of nurses and as many chief nurses, 
nurses and reserve nurses as may be needed: Provided, That 
the superintendent and all nurses shall be graduates of hos-

He also said that if the 69th 
was detailed for duty at the Army maneuver camp at Pine 
Plains the coming summer he would make sure that it had 
plenty of drink, as arrangements would be made for a liberal 
supply of water.

IOWA. 


Adjutant General Thrift, of Iowa, in General Order 39, 
series of 1907, publishes interesting and instructive reports 
on the Iowa maneuvers held near Des Moines, Iowa, from 
Aug. 5 to 12, 1907, as rendered by Col. F. West, 2d U.S. 
Cav., inspector; Major D. H. Boughton, 11th U.S. Cav., chief 
umpire; Col. James Rush Lincoln, 55th Inf., I.N.G., command- 
ing Brown army, and Col. Frank W. Bishop, 54th Inf., I.N.G., 
commanding Blue army. The commander-in-chief expresses 
his full appreciation for the co-operation of the War Depart- 
ment in the detailing of officers and troops to participate in 
the maneuvers, and his entire’ satisfaction with the service 
rendered by them, and he commends the officers and members 
of the Iowa National Guard for their efficient, faithful and 
uncomplaining service. 

Colonel West, in concluding his report, says: ‘‘The men of 
the National Guard are in that service for love of the profes- 
sion, and they receive much ‘less pay than when at their usual 
vocations. They elect their own officers, and under such con- 
ditions it would be unreasonable to expect or exact of them 
a rigid discipline in time of peace. 

‘‘In my opinion the enlisted men of the militia of the state 
of Iowa are in a good state of discipline and in case of 
actual warfare it would only take a few weeks for it to be- 
come in an excellent state of discipline. 

“In case these regiments have to turn out for actual war- 
fare, I believe they are as near ready for that purpose as is 
practicable, and in my opinion they would prove satisfactory 
if turned out intact as the regiments are now organized. 

‘‘There were some minor faults noticed with these troops 
while in camp, such as slowness in turning out for reveille 
and drills, and talking and laughing after taps, which could 
soon be eradicated in active service. 

‘*Recommendations.—1. The wall tents supplied the officers 
are in some instances old and unserviceable and ought to be 
replaced. 

2. The enlisted men ought to be supplied with stronger 
shoes during practice marches and field service, otherwise 
many must be disabled by sore feet. 

**3. While at the home statilon, the men ought to be in- 
structed in the necessity for greater care in sanitation, es- 
pecially with regard to sinks, that they should be dug deep, 
and kept constantly covered, and the necessity for avoiding 
the eating of green fruit, and more economy in drinking water 
from the canteens or from wells. Many wells are polluted, 
and it is undesirable to drink much water in the forenoon. 

‘*4. For actual service the troops should be supplied with 
the most modern rifle. 

‘*5. The instruction in guard duty should be thoroughly 
given at the home stations. 

‘*6. The regimental and battalion commanders should have 
mounted orderlies. 

‘*The maneuvers were, in my opinion, of great benefit to all 
engaged, and the expense_incurred will be returned fully, 
should the troops have to be turned out for active service.’’ 





MICHIGAN. 


General Harrah, of the Michigan National Guard, in a report 
on the camp at Ludington last year, says: ‘‘The brigade 
was fortunate in having the services as umpires of Lieut. Col. 
L. A. Lovering, 4th U.S. Inf., Capt. G. O. Cress, 4th U.S. 
Cav., and Capt. F. W. Fuger, 13th U.S. Inf. These officers 
worked early and late, and by their counsel and especially their 
observations during the discussions of maneuvers, imparted a 
great deal of information to the brigade.’’ 

General Harrah also says, in part: 

‘“‘The guard work at the encampment was perhaps on a 
par with work of that nature at most of the encampments; 
that is, it was not quite satisfactory. It is not clear just 
how guard duties can be greatly improved, owing to the lack 
of time for anything which requires so much study for per- 
fection. It is believed that the officers themselves are none 
too well posted. 

‘‘Two officers were reported to the brigade commander for 
misconduct while serving on the provost guard. When inter- 
viewed on the subject, these officers presented their resigna- 
tions, which were approved and forwarded. With this excep- 
tion there seemed to be few infractions of discipline. The 
regular officers present commented very favorably on the dis- 
cipline maintaiied. It is certainly very different from the 
condition of affairs even a few years ago. With a large quan- 
tity of blank ammunition in the hands of enlisted men there 
was no childish firing of same in camp. Old officers can no 
doubt remember the trouble in the past from this source. 

‘‘The new engineer company performed very satisfactory 
service. It was required to, and did construct bridges across 
the Lincoln River in the new territory used for maneuver 
grounds this year. 

‘“‘The signal company performed valuable service during the 
maneuvers. They were fortunate in having with them Lieu- 
tenant. Hughes, of the Signal Corps of the Army. He stated 
that this signal company is the best equipped of any com- 
pany in the National Guard of the United States. The work 


_ accomplished was quite surprising. 


‘‘The battery of field artillery was much benefitted by the 
advice and help of Capt. Robert S. Welsh, Q.M., 2d U.S. Field 
Art.’’

No 
person can be enlisted under the age of fourteen years, nor 
over the age of forty without special permission of the Treas- 
ury Department. The revenue cutter Gresham is at Boston, 
and also. the Winnisimmet. Write to the commanding officer 
of either vessel, enclosing stamped envelope for reply. 

P. and N. asks: The date and where the 5th U.S. Cavalry 
will be transferred, and what regiment will relieve it. Answer: 
The 5th Cavalry goes to the Philippines March 5, 1909, re- 
lieving the 10th Cavalry. 





H. J. asks: I re-enlisted Oct. 1, 1898, and was entitled to 


discharge under G.O. 40 before going to Philippines, but did 
not take it. I applied for discharge under G.O. 40 in the 
Philippines (to enable me to re-enlist in the 36th Vol. In- 
fantry), but was refused. Am I entitled to a medal under 
the Act of June 29, 1906? Answer: Being now in the Ser- 
vice, you are entitled to the Philippine medal: 

SOLDIER asks: Which companies of Engineers are due 
for Philippine service, and about when will they relieve Cos. 
© and D, now in the Philippines? Answer: It is not known 
at the War Department, and the matter has not yet been con- 
sidered. 


J. M. asks: (1) If a man found guilty of desertion has to 
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make the time good when restored to duty, Answer: Yes. 
(2) I served in the campaign of Porto Rico, 1898, and the 
Philippines from 1899 to 1902, and was in the Service when 
the bill passed, Jan. 11, 1905; am I entitled to the badges? 
Answer: Yes, if you are now in the Service. 

ARIZONA asks: Does the 5th Cavalry go to @uba or the 
Philippines? Give date of departure and regiment it relieves. 
Answer: The 5th Cavalry is the next regiment scheduled for 
foreign service. It will relieve the 10th Cavalry March 5, 
1909. 


E. B. B. asks: When an enlisted man in the Navy serving 
in China waives his transportation to the United States and 
promises to re-enlist, no date for re-enlistment being set, is it 
legal? Can he be forced to re-enlist? Answer: No; the agree- 
ment is simply a personal one. Such a promise cannot be en- 
forced. 

C. A. K. writes: I want to be an electrician sergeant as 
soon as possible. I understand that I must make application 
through military channels to the commandant of the school 
at Fort Totten, N.Y., for preliminary examination. Is this 
correct? Can I take that examination from the Signal Corps? 
Answer: Yes. See G.O. 182, War Dept., 1906. 


A. G. W.—The non-com, you mention was not found quali- 
fied. His name, therefore, does not appear on the eligible 
list for the position of post Q.M. sergeant. 

W.—Sergeant Weadon was appointed a post Q.M. sergeant 
Nov. 23, 1907; now on duty at Fort Mott, N.J. 

A. asks: In the National Guard of a certain state an order 
has been issued transferring all adjutants from their regiments 
to the adjutant general’s department. Also transferring all 
quartermasters and commissaries (regimental) to the respec- 
tive departments. This has been done, as the order states, in 
order to conform to the organization provided for the United 
States Army. When was this change made in the Regular 
Army, and is the National Guard complying with the Act of 
Congress of Jan. 21,- 1903, by making the. transfers herein 
indicated? Answer: The National Guard of the state in ques- 
tion does not conform to the Regular Army organization, The 
regimental staff officers should not be transferred in the man- 
ner stated and the appointment of captains and lieutenants to 
the staff corps certainly is at variance with the Army staff, 
where no grade lower than major appears in the Adjutant 
General's, Inspector General’s and Judge Advocate General’s 
Departments, and none below that of captain in the Quarter- 
master’s, Subsistence and Pay Departments. 

H. W.—The 3d Battalion of the 18th U.S. Infantry in 1898 
left San Francisco for Manila on Nov. 7, and arrived early 
in December. The Q.M. General’s Office has not kept the 
dates of the arrivals of the transports you mention, so we are 
informed. 

A. C. C.—As you were not injured while in the perfor- 
mance of military duty you are not entitled to any pension 
from the state. As to getting employment you will have to 
depend upon your own efforts and the help of any friends 
you have. 

MILITIA.—tThe only sales that are authorized to be made 
to the organized militia are those provided in Section 17 of 
the Act of Jan. 21, 1903, which are required to be made to 
the several states and territories on request of their respec- 
tive governors, and as public property can only be disposed 
of as required by law, sales to individual members ef the or- 
ganized militia are not authorized. 

C. R., FORT W., asks: Am I entitled to the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war medal or campaign badge, as I served one month, 
or from March 10 to April 11, 1899, the date the Spanish- 
American war was officially closed? My regiment, the 4th 
U.S. Infantry, left New York city about Jan. 19, 1899; and 
arrived at Manila, P.I., March 10, 1899. I served in the 
14th N.Y. Volunteers during the Spanish-American war, and 
was mustered out from there in October, 1898, and enlisted 
in the 4th U.S. Infantry Dec. 8, 1898, but we were never out- 
side the U.S. until I left with the 4th for P.I. in January, 
1898. Answer: You are not entitled to a medal. 

E. N. asks: Is a soldier who serves faithfully for a period 
less than three years entitled to wear Service chevron, or must 
he complete three years before he is entitled to it? Answer: 
Three years’ service is required. 

ASTOR BATTERY asks: By what act of Congress the Astor 
Battery during the Spanish-American war came to be counted 
as one of the Regular established organizations? Service in 
that battery, in case of 1st Lieut. Thomas B. Esty, page 136, 
Army Register, 1907, being counted under heading of ‘‘per- 
manent establishment.’’ Taken in all, what was the status 
of that ‘‘Astor Battery’’? Answer: The Astor Battery was 
composed entirely of officers and men of the Regular Army 
detached for service on the expedition to the Philippines. 
Mr. J. J. Astor equipped the battery, paying all expenses. The 
officers who served with the battery are not credited with this 
service, but it is believed they should be. The Astor Battery 
was a temporary organization in the Regular establishment, 
and created solely by order of the Secretary of War. Its 
officers retained their places in the permanent organizations 
from which they were detached.
